ORDER 
The Chairman , Catholic Syrian Bank Limited , Trichur has requested 
that the Bank may be approved by the Government for the following 
purposes : 

(a ) for accepting the Deposit Receipts of the Bank as Security Depo 
sits of Government Servants for at least upto a limit of Rs. Onc lakh . 

(b ) For accepting the individual Deposit Receipts of the Bank upto 
Rs. 5.000 as Earnest Money Deposits of Government contractors for at least 
upto a limit ofRs. One lakh . 

(2 ) The Government have considered the matter and are pleased to 
approve the Catholic Syrian Bank Limited , Trichur for the following 
purposes : 

(i) For accepting the Deposit Receipts of the Catholic Syrian Bank 
Limited , Trichur as Security Deposits of Government servants without 
obtaining any counter -security from the Bank subject to the maximum limit 
of Rs. One lakh for the Bank at any time. 

(ii) For accepting the individual Deposit Receipts/Guarantees of the 
Bank upto Rs. 5,000 as Earnest Money Deposits of contractors without 
obtaining any counter -security from the Bank subject to the maximum 
limit of Rs. One lakh for the Bank at any time. 

(3 ) The Government also wish to clarify that the approval 
of the Catholic Syrian Bank Limited for accepting the Deposit Receipts 
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of the Bank as security Deposits of Government Servants will not prejudice 
the implementation of Fidelity Insurance Scheme already ordered . 

(4 ) For the purpose of reviewing whether the ceiling limit of 
Rs. One lakh fixed for Earnest Money Deposits has been exceeded , the Head 
Office of the Catholic Syrian Bank will get from its branches at the end of 
January every year a statement of pending Deposit Receipts/Guarantees 
upto Rs. 5,000 issued during the previous year towards Earnest Money 
Deposits of contractors and forward to Government in the Finance Depart 
ment a consolidated list with a certificate that the limit of Rs. One lakh 
was not exceeded atmy time during the previous year. 

(5 ) Note 5 to item 6 of Article 304 , Kerala Financial Code, Volume I 
will be amended to include the name of The Catholic Syrian Bank 
Lio ited , Trichur.

This is a complaint put in by the General Secretary , Kottayam District 
Rubber Industries Staff Association , Ettumanoor, Kerala State against 
(1 ) . M /s Pioneer Rubbers, Ettumanoor, represented by its Partner Shri 
R. P. Mathew and ( 2) M /s. Supper Rubbers, Ettumanoor, represented by 
its Manager Sri K. P. Mathew , under Section 33A of the Industrial Dispu 
tes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) in that the employers referred to 
above contravened the provisions of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, while I. D. 104/68 on the file of this Court in which the workmen are 
concerned was pending adjudication , by the dismissal ofworkmen Shri 
Mathew Pitt, K. S. Thomas, P. K. Joseph and K. J. Joseph with effect 
from 30-10-1968 , without the approval or permission of this Court, 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties appeared before Court , 

3. Today when the case was taken up, a joint petition has been filed by 
the parties stating that the matter has bren settled amicably between the 
parties, along with I. D. 104/68 on the file of this Court. The complaint 
is therefore not pressed . 

4. In the result , the complaint stands dismissed . No order as to costs. 
An award is passed accordingly .

AWARD 
This is an In lustrial Dispute between the Management of the Panachi 
kad Regional Service Cooperative Bank Ltd. (No. 345 )) Channanikad 
P. O., Kutiayam and Shri P. Bhaskar , Pallikuonel, Channa..kad P: O., 
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Kottayam over " Termination of service of Shri P. Bhaskar” referred to this 
Court for adjudication under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV ot 19 +7) by the Goiernment of Kerala , in their 
Ouer, Health and Labuur (H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 3747/66/HLD , 
Trivaudrum , dated 26-0-1906 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. The workman under relerence Sri P. Bhaskar was examined as 
WW1, Dr. J. S. Sathyadas, Associated Professor of Medicine attached to 
the Medical Coilege, Kottayam was examined as Ww2 and Rev. Fr. 
0.J. Mathai was examined as WW3 aud Exhibits WI to Wo filed by the 
workman in support of his case . The management examined Sri. 
K. S. Achuthan Kutiy Nair , the Secretary of the Panachikad Regional 
Service Co -operative Bank Lid . as Ewl anu filed Exhibits El to E10. 

3. The facts ofthe case briefly stated are as fo :lows: 

Sri P. Bhaskar admittedly born on 4-10-1901, according to his Secondary 
School Leaving Certificate, proved as Exhibit W3, was appointed as a Clerk 
in the Panachukud Regional Service Co-operative Bank Ltd. (No. 3959) 
Chamanikau P. O., Kottayam on 

1-7-1961. On the basis of a resolution 
passed by the Bjaru of Directors of the Bank on 5-10-1965, the age of retire 
ment of the employees working in the Bank was fixed at 62 years, and in 
accordance with an order dateu 30-11-1965 pioved as Exhibit Wi issued to 
Sri P. Bhaskar, his servic s were terminated with effect from 31-12-1965. He 
was drawing a silary of Rs 93 per mensem at the time. The contention of 
Si P. Bh saar, the workmun under relerence , examined as WWI is that the 
age ofretirement fixed by the Board ofLirectors would have no application 
to him as he was appointed prior to the decision of the Board of Directors 
regarding the age of retirement, and that as such , his termin..tion of service 
on the gound tnat he had passed the age of 62 is illegal and unjust. He 
requests that he be reinstatea in servic : with back wages. 

4. According to the management, the petitioner was admittedly 
61 years of age at the time of his discha ge from service on superannuation , 
the fixation of the age of retnement or the staff of the Bank by the Board 
ot Diectors at 62, can never be said be unreasonable, anu the petitioner 
who was about 6+ years of age at the time of his discharge, was showing 
sigus ol old age, and consequent inefficiency and lack of memory, and could 
not cope with his work. It is further contended by the management thatthe. 
concern being a Service Co -operative Bank registered under the Co-operative 
Sociery s Act, under the provisions of the Co-operative Society s Act, any 
dispute iclating to and concerning any of the workmen of the society has to 
De got arbitrated by the Registrar of Co -operative Societies, and that as such 
this relerence is bad in law . It can be stated at once that this contention is 
devoid of merits in as much as Section 60 of the Travancorc-Cochin Co 
operative Sucieties Act lays down , that it is only a di:pute "touching the 
business of a registercd suciety , other than a dispute regurding disciplinary 
action taken by die Society or its committee against a paid servantof the 
Suc.ety, that has to be rcferred to the Registrar of Cs-operative Societies . 
It is obvious therefore , that only in dispute touching the business of a 
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registered society," other than disciplinary action taken against an employec, 
the Registrar of Co -operative Societies has jurisdiction . 

5. The point for determination in this case would therefore be whether 
Sri P. Bhaskar, the clerk under reference who entered service earlier to the 
decis on taken by the Board of Directors of the Bank fixing the age of super 
annuation of employees at 62, will be affected or governed by the decision . 
It has been held by the Honourable Supreme Court of India in a decision 
reported in 1959 (II) LLJ Page 405 , followed by a subsequent decision 
reported in 1964 (II) LLJ Page 146, that where the rules of retirement are 
framed by an employer, it would have no application on its prior employees 
unless it is shown that such employees accepted the new rule as part of their 
condition of service . It has lurther been held that this Court should even 
be slow and circumspect in accepting the technical principle of acquiescence 
and Estoppel in adjudication of industrial disputes, or in other words that 
acceptance of the fixation of the age of superannuation should not be in 
ferred in the absence ofsatisfactory evidence that the rule of retirement was 
actually enforced as against prior employees, and that the fact that a dispute 
did not arise cannot possibly show that the prior employces accepted the 
new rule as applicable to themselves or acquiesced in it. 

6. In this instant case it would appear that the fixation of the age of 
retirement has been effected with a view to discharge Sri P. Biaskar from 
service. It is evident from the written objections filed by the management, 
and also the evidence given by Sri K. S. Achuthan Kutiy Nair , the Secre 
tary of the Co -operative Bank, that there were other reasons which promp 
ted the management to discharge Sri P. Bhaskar from service. In the writ . 
ten objections filed by the employer it has been stated that there has been a 
charge of mis -appropriation against Sri P. Bhaskar, that " the worker Wats 
not discharging his duties to the entire satisfaction of the Board of Directors 
and he was warned several times in this regard " , and that “ when hewas in 
charge of stores on the resignation of the Sores Manager , he acted for one 
week and during that time he has mis-appropriated a sum of Rs. 170.17 
during the period of seven days. From this one instance, the honesty and 
integrity of this employee could very well be understood ” No disciplinary 
action has been taken against Sri P. Bhaskar for any of the misconducts 
alleged to have been committed by him , before discharging him from service 
on the basis that he had passed the age of superannuation fixed by the Board 
of Directors on 5-10-1965 , which was implemented against Sri P. Bhaskar 
with effect from 31-12-1965 by an order dated 30-11-1905 , proied as Exhibit 
E. 8. It is seen that Exhibit E. 8 merely states " It is resolved in the Direc 
tor Board Meeting held on 5-10-1965 to fix the retirement age of the staff of 
this Bank as 62 ye.rs. As a special consideration in your case you are 
allowed to continue in service till 31-12-1965 . So I hereby inform you that 
your service in this Bank will be teiminated 31-12-1965 and so you are 
requested 10 hand over your charges to the Secretary on 31-12-1965 after 
completing all the duties entrusted to you and clearing all the liabilities you 


may have in this bank " . 


It could easily be gathered from the evidence of EW . I, that the 
management of the Co -operative Bink was desirous of getting rid of 
Sri P. Bhaskar, whether or not for sufficient reasons, even before the Board 
decided to fix the age of superannuation of the employees working in the Bank 
at 62. The Secretary of the Bink when examined as EW . 1 suggests a 
reduction in the volumeof business in the Bink in recent years, with a view 
to making out, in all probability , that ) Sri P. Bhaskar had become surplus to 
requirements. He admits at the same time that additional clerks have been 
appointed after the discharge of Sri P. Bhaskar from service . It follows 
therefore that the action taken by the management in terminating the services 
of Sri P. Bhaskar is a colourable exercise of power , and further that the 
superannuation was fixed by the Board of Directors in all probability to oust 
Sri P. Bhaskar f.om service, ard therefore without bonafides . 

• 7. The allegation made by the management that Sri P. Bhaskar was 
too old or that he was becoming inefficient or suffering liom loss of memory 
due to old age, has not been proved or attempted to be proved . On the 
other hand, Sri P. Bhaskar has examined Dr. J. S. Sathyadas as WW . 2. to 
make out that though at the timeTor discharge, he was aged 65, a medical 
examination conducted by WW . 2 revealed that he was physically fit to do 
any active work . Exhibit W. 2 the certificate dated 21-6-1967 issued by the 
Medical Officer examined as WW . 2 reads “ This is to certify that 
P. Bha karan aged sixty five, Pallikunnel Veedu , Channanikadukara is physi. 
cally fit to do active work . Before arriving this conclusion the following 
inve tigation have been done . Xraya chest, [Electro cardiogram , Blood and 
Urine examination " . 

It is evident therefore that even on 21-6-1967, Sri P. Bhaskar having 
been di-charged from service fiom 31-12-1965 , he wis enjoying good heal h 
and was therefore capable of discharging his duties as a clerk in the Co 
operative Bank satisfactorily . In my opinion , therefore, the order of termi 
nation is obviously without bonafides, and is also illegal for the reason that 
the decision ofthe Board of Directors fixing the age of 62 will not apply to 
Sri P. Bhaskar a prior employee. Sri P. Bhaskar will have to continue in 
service until he is rendered unfit to work as a clerk in the Bank for reasons 
of continued ill-health . It is therefore only fit and proper ihat Sri P. Bhas 
kar be reinstated in service. 

8. It is however seen that Sri P. Bhaskar is now aged 69, he havirg 
been born on 4-10-1901, according to Exhibit W. 3, the Š condary School 
Leaving Certificate in respect of one P. P. Benchamin who according to 
WW . 3 is the identical person as Sri P. Bhaskar after his conversion as a 
Hindu. In my opinion , therefore, it is only reasonable that Sri P. Bhaskar 
is allowed fifty per cent ofThe back wages during the period of non -employ 
ment, in the peculiar circumstances of this case . Sri P. Bhaskar was admit. 
tedly receiving a monthly salary of Rs. 93 . 

9. In the result, Sri P. Bhaskar will be reinstated in service and will 
be paid back wages at the rate of 50 % of his wages during the period of non 
ernployment from 1-1-1966 to the date of his reinstatement in service. No 
order as to costs . An award is passed accordingly . 
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This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publl 
cation in the Government Gazette.

Industrial D sputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by the Govern 
mrnt of Kerala, in their Order, Health and Labour (H ) Department, G. O. 
Rt. No. 767/H4/68 /HLD , Trivandrum , Dated 13-3.1968 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. The All Kerala Bank Employers Federatioa and the Federal 
Bink Employees Union examin d Sri K. Huischandran, thé discharged 
clerk as w.w.1, and tiled Exhibits W. I to W. 3. The management declin 
ed to adduce any evidence. 

3. Sri. K Harischandran entered service in the Federal Bank Ltd., as a 
traince on 4.2 . Hewas appointed as a piobationary clerk with effect 
from 1-4-1967 by an order dated 15-4-1967 issued by the Managing Director 
of the Federal Bank Ltd., proved as Ext. W. 1 (B ). He was discharged from 
service by an order da ed 28-11-1967 proved as Exhibit W. 1 (E ), and was 
relieved on 29-11-1967. The Feděral Bank Employees Union tock up the 
matter with the management, and proteste.I against the action taken against 
Sri. K.Harischandran on the ground that by virtue of an agreement entered 
into by the union with the management on 8-9-1967, whereby the probatiun . 
ary period stood reduced from nine to six month , the discharged clerk had 
been automatically confirmed on 1-10-1967, and that as such his discharge 
from service, without assigning any rea on whatsoever, was illegal. It is the 
case of the union that Sri K. H rischandran " was in the continuous employ 
ment of the bank for a period of 22 moaihs, and the Bank had no complaints 
whatsoever regarding his work as well as character and conduct. On the 
contrary the bank has found his work to be sati factory. There was no 
reasonable cause for dispensing with his services , and further " under the 
c ntract of service applicable to the employer at the relevant time, he had 
become a permanent clerk , as he had completed six months of service as a 
proba ioner, and the discharge of the above employee without assigning any 
i ason whats ever is illegal, arbitrary and unjust and amounts to an unfair 
labour practice. The action taken by the management is not bonafide. It 
has been taken with a view to defeat the claims 

of persons like Sri. 
K. Haris handran arising from conciliation settlement dated 8.9-1967 
between themanagement and the workmen of the bank " , as seen from a 
letter issuel to the manage nent, by the Federal Bank Employees Union 
dated 23-12-1967 proved as Exhibit W. 1 (H ). 

4. Admittedly Sri K.Harischandran was appointed as a probationary 
clerk with effect from 1-4-1567. At the time of his appointment as proba 
tionary clerk , by virtue ofan agreement dated 1-5-1904 , proved as Exhibit 
W. 3, the maximum period of probation for a bank employce was not to 
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exceed nine months, subject to the condition that " probationers who are 
allowed to continue after the expiry of the probationary period , shall be 
deemed to have been confirmed " . Obviously under the agreement proved 
as Exhibit W.3, the period of probation of Sri. K. Harischandran would 
expire on 31-12-1967. Another settlement proved as Exhibit W.2 was entered 
into between the parties on 8-9-1967, and under that settlement it was 
agreed that " ordinarily the period of probation should not exceed six months. 
However, in case of persons whose work is not found to be quite satisfactory 
during the said period but who are likely to improve and give satisfaction if 
a further opportunity is given to them , tae period may be extended by thice 
months provided due notice in writing is given to them and their consent in 
writing is obtained before the extension of their period of probation " . Under 
the agreement proved as Exhibit W2, or if the condition of service applicable 
to a probationer under Exhibit W. 2 applies to Sri. K. Harischandran , his 
probationary period would expire on 1-10-1967. The management contends 
that the terms and conditious of service applicable to Sri. K.Ha ischindran 
are governed by the earlier agreement dated 1-5-1964 proved as Exhibit W.3 , 
while the union contends that the terms and conditions of service under the 
agreement proved as Exhibit W.2 dated 8-9-1967 are applicable to Sri. 
K.Harischandran , and that as such the discharged clerk stood confirmed 
automatically on 1-10-1967, and therefore his discharge from service without 
assigning any reason would be illegal, arbitrary, and without bonafides. 

5. The points for determination in this case would therefore be (1) which 
of the two agreements would be applicable to the discharged clerk 
Sri. K.Harischandran at the time of his discharge from service, and (2 ) even 
if the management claims to have discharged the clerk under the earlier 
agreement dated 1-5-1964 , within the period of probation , whether or not 
the discharge has been effected in the bonafide exercise of the powers confer 
red by the contract. 

6. No doubt, when Sri . K. Harischandran happened to be appointed as 
a probationary clerk with effect from 1-4-1967, the terms and conditions of 
service regarding probationer , on the basis of Exhibit W. 3 dated 1-5-1964, 
was that the period of probation will be for nine months. In modification 
of the termsand conditions of service in respect of probationers, by virtue of 
the agreement proved as Exhibit W. 2 dated 8-9-1967, entered into between 
the parties , the period of probation was reduced to six months. Even on the 
basis of Exhibit W. 2 the period of probation of Sri. K. Harischandran would 
have expired only on 1-10-1967, and therefore the management had sufficient 
time from 8-9-1967 or soon afterwards before 1-10-1967, to make up their 
mind as to whether or not Sri. K. Harischandran should be discharged during 
the probationary period or the probationary period extended, if he was found 
unfit to be confirmed . The management did not choose to do so , but effected 
the discharge of Sri. K. Harischaedran on 29-11-1967 even before the period 
of probation , on the basis of the earlier agreement, expired on 31-12-1967. 
Under both the agreements if a probationary clerk was not discharged at the 
end of the probationary period , he would automatically be confirmed in the 
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post. The agreement proved as Exhibit W.2 conferring a benefit on a pro 
bationer cannot be ignored by the management in the manner in which they 
have done, especially when in this instant case, the management had a period 
of three weeks after entering into the agreement proved as Exhibit W.2 
dated 8-9-1967, to discharge the probationer before the probationary period 
under the new agreement. It is well established that when an agreement is 
entered into between the management and the workmen of a concern , it re 
places the earlier agreement if any . It follows therefore that when the 
agreement dated 8-9-1967 proved as Exhibit W. 2 was entered into the 
period of probation of Sri. K. Harischandran had not expired even on the 
basis of the new agreement, and it was entirely within the discretion of the 
management to discharge the clerk , if found unfit for confirmation , before 
1-10-1967, which however the management did not choose to do. I am of 
opinion that the agreement dated 8 9-1967 was applicable to Sri K. Haris 
chandran at the timeof his discharge, and as such Sri. K Harischandran 
has been discharged from service after he stood automatically confirmed on 
1-10-1967 according to the terms and conditions of service applicable to 
probationers under Exhibit W 2. In any view of the matter, the manage 
ment ought to have applied their mind to the case before 1-10-1967, after 
having reduced the period of probation to six months by the agreement 
dated 8-9-1967, and either discharged the probationer or extended the period 
of probation by three months as provided in the agreement itself. 

It is only 
just and proper that of the two agreements, the one more beneficial to the 
employee ought to have been applied or accepted . 

7. The discharged clerk Sri . K. Harischandran when examined before 
this Court as W. W. 1 states that the Managing Director of the Federal 
Bank Ltd. was prejudiced against him for the reason that he was residing in 
the union office for some time while working both as a trainee as well as a 
probationary clerk , that the Managing Director had once advised him not to 
reside in the union office , and that he pa d no heed to it. The Management 
has not rebutted the evidence given by W. W. 1. No witnesses have been 
exam ned by the management to prove their case that the discharge of Sri. 
K. Harischandran was effected under a contractual right or that there has 
been no malafides in the action taken against the p obationer . It hus been 
held by the Honourable Supreme Court in a decision reported in 1965 (5) 
LLJ Page 398 " In the case of a probationer the managem -nt might have 
the contractual right to terminate the services of the probationer during the 
probationary period without notice and without assigning any reason . 

But 
when the validity of such termination is challenged in an industrul adjudi 
cation , it would be competent to the industrial tribunal to enquire whether the 
order of termination has been effected in the bn.fide exercise of its power 
conferred by the contract. If the discharge of the employee has been ordered 
by the management in bonafide exercise of its power, the industrial tribunal 
will not interfere with it , but it is open to the industrial tribunal to consider 
whether the order of termination is malade or whether it amounts to victi 
mization of the employee or an unfair labour practice or is so capricious or 
unreasonable as would lead to the inference that it has been passed for ulte 
rior motive and not in bonafide exercise of the power arising out of the 
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contract . 

In such a case it is open to the industrial tribunal to interi. 
with the order of 

the management and to afford proper relief to the 
employee" . 

In the case cited above , an employee under probation for a period of six 
months happened to be discharged after she had co npleted four months. 
There was no evidence oral or documentary to substantiate the plea of the 
employer that her work was unsatisfactory The L bour Court came to the 
conclusion that the action of the employer wasmalafide. The Supreme Court 
held that the view taken by the Labour Court is correct under 
the circumstances. In this instant case also , apart from the averments made 
by the management in the written objec ions, thre is no oral 
or documentary evidence adduced in this cause to mike out that the 
work or conduct of the probationer under reference was found to be unsatis 
factory . The management would have us believe that Sri. K.Hırischandran 
failed to pass certain examinations which he was obliged to pass before the 
expiry ofthe probationary period. No such reason is assigned in the discharge 
order . It has been made out by the union that several other probationers 
appointed along with Sri. K. Harischandran have been confirmed without 
their passing the tests or examinations. It is seen from a cert ficate issued 
by the Managing Director dated 30-11-1967, soon after he was discharged 
from service, proved as Exhibit W. 1 (A ), that the work of Sri. 
K. Harischandran was found to be satisfactory . Exhibit W. I ( A ) reads 
" This is to certify that Shri K. Harischandran , Ma tuveetilHouse , P. O. 
Puthenchira was in the service of the Bink from 1-4 - 67 to 23-11 - 67 as a 
Probationery Clerk . Hs work in the bank is found satisfactory. Sd./ 
Managing Director" . 

This clearly indicates that the probationary clerk Sri.K.Hırischandran 
was not discharged from service ashis work was found to be unsatisfac ory. In 
the circumstances, I am of opinion that Sri, K. Harischandran w ::s dischar 
ged from service without bonafides, and therefore this Court has jurisdiction 
to interfere in the matter 

8. Sri. K. Harischandran was discharged from ser ice on 29-11-1967 
without assigning any reasons by an order dared 23-11-1967, which merely 
say: " Sri. K.Harischandran , Probationary Clerk , Alwaye is discharged from 
the bank s service with immediate effect. He shall however, receive one 
month s salary in lieu of notice" . His period of probation a cor lig to 
Exhibit W. 3 the earlier agıcement dated 1-5-1951, was to expire only on 
31-12-1967 On the basis of Exhibit W. 2, his probation would have expire ! 
only on 1-10-1967, about three weeks after the areement was entered into 

8-9-1967 . The management had sufficient time 20 apply their 
mind to the discharge 

or 10 thc cxtension of probation of Sri. 
K. Harischandran , afur having entered into the arcement on 8-9-1967 by 
virtue of which the probationarv period of employres was reducel fiom nine 
months to six months with a disciclion vested in the managemet to extend 
the period of probation by thrce mon hs after getting the co isent of the 

Further- nuoc the 
concerned employee in writing before such extensioa . 
agreement proved as Exhibit iv. 2 which confers a bencit to the employee

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bas to be held to be applicable to him under the circumstances proved in 
this case. It is obvious that under Exhibit W. 2 Sri. K. Harischandran stood 
confirmed on 1-10-1967. The action of the management in having ignored 
the provisions in the agreement under Exhibit W. 2 dated 8-9-1957, and in 
having discharged the probationary clerk on 29-11-1967 without assigning 
any rason , even before the expiry of the period of nme months which 
according to the management is allezed to be applicable to him , in my 
opinior, is malafide. Under the circumstances, as laiu down by the 
Honourable Supreme Court in the decision cited above, this Court has juris 
diction to interfere in the matter and give appropriate relief to the work 
man . The normal and proper relief to be given in such a case is to set 
aside the order of discharge... 

9. In the result, the discharge of Sri. K.Hırischandran is set aside. He 
will be i einstated in service forth with . The Management will further pay 
the Union Rs. 100 towards costs . An award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government gazette.

ORDER No: 1/70 DATED 11-2-1970 . 
This arbitration coming before me for final hearing on 10-2-1970, I pass 
the following order. 

ORDER 


In the matter of the Industrial Dispute between M /s. Estate Produce 
Company, West Hill, Kozhikode and the Kurumbrasad Taluk Estate 
Workers Union, Badagara , an award was passed by me as an Arbitrator 
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which was published in the Kerala GovernmentGazette dated 16th May 
1967. The Manage:rent filed O. P. No. 2175/67 challer ging the award as par 
as issue No. 1 is concerned and the Union filed O. P. No. 49/68 challenging 
the award as far as issue No. 2 is concerned . The H gh Court allowed 
O. P. 2175/67 and remanded the case to mne for recording fresh finding on 
i sue No. 1. The O. P. No. 49 68 was dismissed . 

I issued notice to the 
parties and the case was posted on 10-2-1970 . The parties then filed a 
compromise petiti n which is appended to this award with a request that an 
award may be passed in terms thereof. 

As per the compromise arrived at between the parties, the Management 
agree to set off the advance raid under Clause 11 of the agreement dated 
6.4.196 (Ext. M3 in the Arbitration ) amount ng to Rs. 2 500 and to pay 
in addition Rs. 750 (Rupees seven hundred and ifty only) to Sri

4. Method of assessment of railway land . - The Railway lands shall be asses 
sed to propesty tax in accordance with the following rules, notwithstanding 
anything io the contrary contained in the provisions of Schedule II to the 
Act . 

( 1) The acnual value of railway land shall be determined by a Com 
mittee constituted for this purpose consisting of 

(a) the Commissioner of the Municipality : 
(b ) the Revenue Divisional Officer of the division in which themuni 

cipality is situated ; and 
(c) one representative of the Railway Administration chosen by its 

General Manager. 
(2 ) The Commissioner shall convenc the meetings of the Cominiitec. 

(3 ) No business shall be transacted by the committee unless all the 
three members are present. 

(4 ) On all points on which there is a difference of opinion among the 
members of the committee, the opinion of the majority shall prevail. 
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(5) (a) The Committee may, in its discretion, revise its decision , in 

respect of the valuation of any railway land .
